SCREAMING JAPANESE 
BANZAI CHARGE WIPED 
OUT BY AMERICANS 


TRAPPED AND DESPERATE 
ENEMY PREPARED WELL 
VAIN COUNTERATTACK

BRITISB GOVERNMENT 
PROPOSES SWEEPING 
NEW DEAL FOR INDIA 


NEW EXECUTIVE COUNCIL, 
ALMOST ENTIRELY IN- 
DIAN, IS PLANNED 


LONDON, June 
14—(/P)—The 
British government, In a sweeping 
"new deal" for India, proposed to- 
day a new executive counlcl which 
would be almost entirely Indian 
and, in the words of Viceroy Lord 
Wavell, "represent a definite ad- 
vance on the road to selfgovern- 
ment." 
At the same time that the Secre- 
tary of State for India, L. 
S. 
Amery, unfolded the statement of 
policy to parliament, Lord Wavell 
announced in a radio broadcast 
from New Delhi that orders had 
been given for the release of mem- 
bers of the working committee of 
the Congress party still in deten- 
tion. 
Mohandas K. Gandhi, spiritual 
leader of the party, was released 
May 5, 1944, after 21 months deten- 
tion. 


The British government's White 
paper emphasized that Its main 
position remained as it was—that 
the "working out of India's consti- 
tutional syttem Is a task which can 
only be carried through by the In- 
dan people themselves." 
"But they (the British govern- 
ment) are willing to make possi- 
ble some step forward during the 
interim period If the leaders 
of 
the principal Indian parties 
are 
prepared to agree to their sugges- 
tions and to cooperate in the suc- 
cessful conclusion of

against Japan as well as the re- 
construction of India which must 
follow the final victory." 
"This is not an attempt to Im-

strings attached. The big powers, 
having triumphed on the veto Is- 
sue, are agreeable provided they 
now got two other things they 
want:

Winter Wolens 
In Need Proper 
Summer Storage 


Winter woolens which have not 


been stored for the warm weather 
months should have attention at 
once. The danger prlod for moth 
damage increases with warm wea- 
ther, and in these days of war- 
time shortages, 
proper 
care of 


voolen garments is 
Increasingly 


mportant, says Vera Sneed, Coun 
ty Home Demonstration Agent. 


Storing winter garments prop- 


erly, not only saves them from 
moth damgae, but also helps to 
prevent mildew, fading and decay. 
Cleanliness la, of course, the first 
rule on how to store articles of 
clothing successfully. All spots and 
stains should be removed, and all 
grime and dirt cleaned from the 
material, with special attention to 
the dust that might have accumu- 
lated in cuffs and pockets. 
They 


should be brushed well. 


Use flakes, sprays or balls to 


discourage 
moths 
and 
carpet 


beetles. If you leace the woolens in 
a closet make it is airtight as pos- 
sible so the gas from these moth 
preventatlves cannot escape. Since 
fumes from the flakes and balls 
go downward, it is advisable to put 
some of them on a top shelf, or 
tie them in a cloth bag and ham.< 
from a high hook in the celling. 


Woolens should be stored In a 


dry place, as mildew cannot be re- 
moved. An electric light helps to 
eliminate 
dampness, 
and some- 


times dries the air enough to stop 
mold growth. 


Wools should also be stored In 


a dark place, as light tends to fade 
colors or weaken fabrics. 
Since 


clothing bags serve as protection 
from light as well as dust, they 
should be used whenever possible, 
to help make last year's clothes 
wearable next fall.
